The news- 
papers would report it on its first de- 
livery, and give it to the reader, with 
a variety of other interesting matter, 
for two cents, thus destroying its 
marketable value to the writer. It 
would pay him better, therefore to 
send it to a review or to publish it in 
the form of a book.
